2. TRANSLATION OF ARTICLE FOLLOWS: 

BADIRAGUATO, SIN., MARCH 10- JESUS IGNACIO MANDELL- 
ESQUERRA, MAYOR OF BADIRAGUATO, SAID TODAY THAT DURING 
"OPERATION CONDOR" TO COMBAT DRUG TRAEFIC, THE ECONOMY 
OF THE MUNICIPALITY - SITUATED IN NWESTERN SIERRA MADRE- 
HAS COLLAPSED SINCE AT LEAST 30 PERCENT OE THE TOTAL 
POPULATION (HALF OF THE POPULATION ARE CHILDREN) DEPENDS 
ON NARCOTICS TRAFFICKING. 

DURING THE INCINERATION OF 60 TONS OF MARIHUANA THE 
MAYOR ADDED: "FOR THIS REASON I SHALL PROPOSE TO THE 
GOVERNOR, ALFONSO G. CALDERON, TO DEVELOP A PLAN OE 
AGRICULTURAL REFORM IN THIS ZONE, WHICH EOR MORE THAN 
TWO DECADES HAS BEEN LEFT OUT OF ANY SOCIAL OR 
ECONOMIC AID PLAN." 
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HE EXPLAINED THAT HE WILL ALSO PROPOSE TO THE STATE 
AUTHORITIES THE CREATION OF PIG FARMS WHICH CAN AS- 
SIST TO REESTRABLISH THE NOW FEEBLE ECONOMY OF THE 
PEOPLE OF BADIRAGUATO. 

LANDEL-ESQUERRA ADDED: "POSSIBLY THE MARGINAL 
STATUS OF THE PEOPLE OF THE SINALOA MOUNTAINS IS 
WHAT MADE THEM PARTICIPATE IN THE OFFENSE OF CULTI- 
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VATING AND TRAFFICKING IN DRUGS. BUT THAT APPARENT 
PROSPERITY WAS BUILT ON CRIMINAL BASES, WHICH IS WHY 
THE MOMENT HAD TO COME WHEN IT WOULD COLLAPSE." 

HE PROPOSED THAT NOW THE CONCERN OE THE AUTHORITIES 
SHOULD BE EOCUSED ON CREATING EOR THE PEOPLE 
OE THE MOUNTAINS LEGAL EORMS OE WORK, IN SUCH A 
MANNER THAT THEY WILL NOT BE OBLIGATED TO AGAIN 
PARTICIPATE IN THIS CRIMINAL ACT TO SUBSIST. 

THE LOCAL CONGRESSMAN, RAMON ALBERTO MONIARDIN, 
LIMITED HIMSELE TO SAYING: "I RECOGNIZE THE 
ORGANIZED EEFORT MADE BY OPERATION CONDOR' TO 
HALT NARCOTICS TRAEFICKING IN THE MUNICIPALITY OE 
BADIRAGUATO, WHICH IN MY OPINION IS ONE OE THE 
MOST DIEFICULT OF THIS MUNICIPALITY."
